“Avorn all mixed metaphors,” says BuArg in his
“Lectures on Rhetorle.” **A figure of speech 15
intended to add to the force of an expression
by drawing a ploture which will fllusirate the
meaning. If two pictures are presented, thejmind
is distracled and the effect weake ned 1wetead of
sirengthened.” Now if we can recetve Brame as
an authority on such a subject, in contradiction
to Winniax A, WaLtack, Chairman of the Demo-
cratic State Central Committes, then we must
censure the address of the Committee as too
florid. That wonderful document partakes of
the richness of Eastern elocution, It sbounds
in tropes and similes, and is just snch a produe-
tion as the Rabbl Mamommus would probably
use in desoribing the enchanting groves of Para-
dize to his friend Ary Musrarna, All nature fs
put under contribution, and a fertility of illus-
tration resorted wo whiok oould only have been
indulged in by some follower of the Prophet,
In its way it is a great success, Taking the
pumber of metaphors as & standard of excel-
lence, It is & masterpiece, while the distinctnoss
of the pleture painted far outrivals the cale.
bruted description of Irish treason by Smamipaw
when he declared that “*He smoelt i mouse, he
saw it floating in the pir, and would nip it in the

bud.”

Without preface, however, we will give soma
specimens of (hat wondrous document, and
show to our readers how the untdtored mind
expreases itse If in the rich imagery of nature.

We propose to deal only with the theatrical
beauties, leaving the self-evident political truths
enunciated to the unbiassed judgment of our
readers, They are all eo thoroughly recognized
by the Republican party and universally intel-
hgent men, that It is idle to demouatrate axioms,
Now for the picture pmnting.

If we rear upon ruins we foreshadow, Probu.
bly this sentenoce was found, like Gray's Elegy,
upon the step in which the architectural phe
nomena deseribed did actually oceur.  And
while he watched some workmen rebuild a
house blown down by o storm, e noticed the
shadow made by the men building, aud im-
pressed this unique feature into His manifesto,

“Proscription and disfrancoisement usurp
the places of magnanimity and clemeney, and
discord and hate eombal Cheisting oharity and
ninlional concord.”

Now, this sentence is faultless. We quote it
here not to illustrate 0 parable, but merily be-
cause it is new. No one ever heard of a nsur-
pation nnd & combat as being applied o a
difference of opinion. Truly, Ruskix pales be-
fore the originality ol WaLrace,

“Congress refnses to nowrish the resourcea
neceseary for payment of tue debt of the Re-
public, und (oads with taxation toe industrial
interesta of the North, Congressional extrava-
gance is the role; economy in public affairs the
exception.”

THE FREEDMEN.

Affairs in South Carolina.

Wasn August’ 20, —Genetal Runkle,
commanding the Distriot of Columbla, B,
C., reports, under date Aupust 1, that

there are o lsrge number of vagrant freedmen
in that district who bave broken contracts,
avolded work, and committed a number of Gut-

On the other hand, vagrapl whites are
numerous, and outrages unon ircedmen ol gon-
stant ocourrence, In fact, there is generally a
white man at the botiom of all outrages com-
mitted by treedmen.

There is a disposition among planters to drive
the negroes from their plantaitions on the most
frivolous charges, at the time whea crops are
matured and ready tor barvesting, thas receiv-
ing for themselves the share which would fall
to the freedman. The Provost Court is unable
to remedy these evils, as the Judge is commauud-
Ing a company and s Post-Adjutant; and I
would recommend the abolishing of the Proyoat
Court, and the establishmg of a kFrecdmen's
Court in counnection with the Bureau. For
July, the number of contracts mnde was 5;
number of laborers coniractrd lor, 38,
